New Y ork, January 11th.—The Com­ 
mercial-Bulletin says to-day: 
California 
raisins have developed an easier tendency, 
due wholly to the actions of Western 
operators, particularly in Chicago. In that 
city some holders endeavored to work off 
some of their surplus stock and to assist 
them in this they selected Philadelphia as 
the m arket to bring their goods to the at­ 
tention of Eastern buyers. The supplies 
forwarded are of very good quality, though 
probably not up to the standard of the 
principal packs that have been sold here 
since the opening of the season. They are 
Fresno goods, and with the average buyer 
would be taken w ithout hesitation. These 
are offered in Philadelphia at $1- 40 for 
2-Crown h>ose, $1 50 for 3-Crown and $1 85- 
for London. The more popular brands of 
this m arket are held and are selling at $1 40 
to $ l 80 and $t 90, and $1 70(q$2 respec­ 
tively. If Chicago holders continue to push 
these goods at the former quotations, it is 
dotibtiul if our city commission men can 
m aintain the m arket, and the result will 
be a loss to the California shippers.

The significant terms of Von M oltke's ap­ 
peal for an increase of the German army 
gives color to the belief that affairs between 
France and G&rmauy are hastening rapidly 
to a crisis.

H err Voo W idell Piesdorf, President of 
the Chamber, read the comm ittee1? report 
on the bill. T he committee saitf it was 
not authorized to advocate any of the pro­ 
posals itijconnection with the mcasL'hs, be­ 
cause none of them bad obtained tlu sanc­ 
tion of the majority of the committee. 
General Von M uitke opened the debate 
in favor of the second reading on behalf of 
tbe Government, and spoke at some length. 
Baron Stauffenberg next addressed the 
Chamber, and at the conclusion of his re­ 
marks Prince Bismarck rose. 
H e said the 
desire of all the m ilitary authorities of the 
Empire is only opposed by H err Kichter 
H err W imltborst and H err Grilledberger. 
It was difficult to conclude peace at Frank­ 
fort, and it is still m ore difficult to m ain­ 
tain it. A degree of intim acy and m utual 
confidence exists between Germany and 
Austria such as never existed at the period 
of the German 
federation. 
“ W e are 
bound to m aintain peace for this quarter of 
the globe; but for this a strong armv is re­ 
quired. Our relations with all the l ’owers 
are of tbe best, and our good relations with 
Russia are beyond all doubt. 
1 should 
have 
considered 
the

war on account of Bulgaria as an act 
of treason against my country. 
W hat is 
Bulgaria to us? It is all the same to us 
whoever governs there. The friendship of 
Russia ia surely more im portant to us than 
that of Bulgaria. W e have not allowed

Bulgaria. 
To 
m aintuin 
good 
relations

is m ore difficult than you think. 
We can­ 
not allow our efforts to be nullified by 
journalistic or parliam entary attack.

relations with France continue good. To 
m aintain them is difficult, because 


A LONG HISTORICAL PROCESS 
Must be accomplished before the feelings 
of the past are appeased and differences 
reconciled. 
W e have done everything to 
induce the French to forget anil forgive. 
We have no present ground to apprehend 
war with Fiance, neither have we any 
reason to fear it if it should 
happen. 
Tbere can be no question about our at­ 
tacking France, but we m ust protect our­ 
selves against attacks. 
Under no ordinary 
circumstances shall we attack France, but 
we shall always be compelled to a.iu our­ 
selves in such a m anner as to he equal to 
the contingency of war. This is the su­ 
preme object of the arm y bill. I have a 
firm confidence in the peaceful disposition 
of the French Government, and a [lortion 
of the French people.

CANNOT COUNT UPON PEACE 
W ith France as permanent. A Government 
may one day come into power at Paris 
which will m ake war upon us. T his you 
must take into account.

be laughed at. 
Is there in France a single 
paper or single public person who says : 
We renounce our rights to Alsace-Lor­ 
raine.

TH E SAME FRENCH AGAINST US 
From whom we suffered from 17.80 to 1813, 
and we should again suck our blood lliat 
we would be paralyzed for thirty years.

Every word he uttered showed hia anxiety 
not to offend Russia, nor to m ake her sus­ 
picious. 
During his speech P rim * Bis­ 
marck drank nine glasses ot cold brandy 
and water. 
W hile the debate was going on the gal­ 
leries in the Reichstag were evammed, and 
the streets adjacent to th e House were 
throngid with people.

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE DEBATE. 


Senator Stanford, in lus logical, forcible 
and convincing argument against the in­ 
terstate commerce bill, gave the deliberate 
weight of his testimony, long experience 
and sound judgment to the claim that the 
long and short haul provision (Section 4) 
will have the effect of driving through 
traffic to steamship lines. 
As a result of 
that, the local rates 011 transcontinental 
railways must bear the cost of maintenance 
of the roads. 
How long the people will 
endure such subsidizing of steamship lines, 
and discrimination against lines of rail­ 
way, in case the hill becomes a law, will 
be the chief matter of interest after it goes 
into operation. 
Senator Stanford point, out that control 
is the essence of ownership; the state, if it 
seizes property under its |tower of eminent 
domain, does so only after making due 
compensation, and only when it is neces­ 
sary for the good of the state. 
But if the 
interstate commerce bill strikes at the 
earning capacity of an industry in every 
way legitimate, it is in the nature of seiz­ 
ure without compensation. 
Railway lines 
do not possess exclusive privileges; they 
are the result of investment and labor ; 
they are therefore entitled to their legiti­ 
mate reward the same as any other indus­ 
try, whether it lie farming or hlacksmith- 
ing. 
Why then should the Government in­ 
terfere with them to the extent of tutting off 
the earning capacity and limiting the right 
to conduct theirand transferringtheir legiti­ 
mate business to other lines ? If it does 
these things, why should it not respond 111 
compensation to the owners thus deprived 
of natural and guaranteed rights? 
l’hat railroads, says the Senator, ever 
carry goods or passengers a long distance 
for less than lor a short distance is due to 
competition between the jioints affected, 
and the rate thus made never was and 
never will be considered the true measure 
of charge for hauls between the two ter­ 
minal or competitive points. 
lie declares that 110 road rejects busi­ 
ness 
that can 
possibly be 
done, so 
long as it will pay the additional ex­ 
pense consequent upon its own movement. 
Out oí this fact is horn the through or 
competitive rate system, and because of 
this arises the fact that a large jxirtion of 
the traffic of the country is done b. low 
average cost. This also accounts for ap­ 
parent discriminations, but which in reality 
are not at all discriminating except against 
the carrier. For it must lie apparent to the 
dullest that if A 
i r r i c s from Station 1 
to Station lit a ton of goods for $10, in 
order to compete with 1!, who operates a 
rival carrier lino Ix-twoon the two stations, 
C has no cause of complaint at Station 5, 
where B’s carrier line does not touch, if A 
charges him the true value for hauling a 
ton of goods to the intermediate station, 
though the charge exceeds that on the 
same amount and kind of goods between 
the two terminal stations. The reasona­ 
bleness of the charge, in other words, is 
the only thing to concern C, not what his 
more favorably-situated neighbor at the 
terminal point may gain by reason of liv­ 
ing where rival lines of carriage meet. 
The suppositions case we have interpolated 
is illustrative of the principle involved, 
and which Senator Stanford makes much 
clearer: 
Tims, he says, all overland roads 
find rates largely controlled by the ocean 
carrier rates. To meet the competition 
.they accept the very small profit on goods 
hauled between the |io:nts where the 
competition develops naturally at less 
rates, indeed, than goods are carried to in­ 
termediate places. This is liecauso they 
act upon the principle that no profit is 
too small to be despised. 
An illustration is given by the Senator : 
The Southern Pacific Company is in com­ 
petition with northern rivals and water 
routes for through business between the 
Atlantic and Pacific tides. 
It has a line of 
-easy gradients and is operated at some­ 
thing less of cost than roads crossing 
greater elevations. 
Now, because of com­ 
petition by rail and by water, it takes 
freight, at times, as low as $ 10, while half­ 
way freights may lie rated at $30 a ton, 
though the local business of the siiarsely- 
seltled country is exceedingly light. Sup­ 
pose now, said the speaker, that the road 
makes but $1 a ton on the $10 rate, it is 
better that it do that than let the traffic go 
from it—but the ton of freight going half 
•way, to a point not touched by competi­ 
tion, pays as much profit to the carrier as 
21 tons going through. Yet the statistics 
uf the gross earnings and gross expenses 
demónstrate that the rate to the half-way 
station is fair, and loaves but a narrow 
profit. 
In other words, tíre shorter distance 
is not charged any more, because of the Ins 


rate fo r the longer distants. The longer haul 


helps the road by retaining to it the pres­ 
tige of business, and to the extent that 
perhaps the company could not do the busi­ 
ness of the shorter hauls without its aid. 
It certainly does seem that these exposi­ 
tions of the principles involved ought to 
convince any intelligence. They are made 
more emphatic by the inquiry the Senator 
puts to Congress when he asks if it is pre­ 
pared to deny the shippers and communi­ 
ties the benefits of more favorable location, 
guaranteed hv the geography and topog­ 
raphy of the country ? Yet that is pre 
ciselv what the friends of the new measure 
propose; or, to state it in another form, 
they propose to give by legislation advant­ 
ages to localities' that nature and the un­ 
written laws of commerce and trade deny 
to them. That is to say, the station in the 
desert, upon one lineof transportation only, 
is to lie put on commercial par with the port 
at tidewater, where the steamships hid for 
carrying traffic and competing lines con­ 
tend for transjiortation business. 
But the Senator goes beyond this purely 
physical line of argument, and points out 
other objections to the bill, one of the 
chiefest of which is that certain freight is 
unahle to bear the charge for carriage that 
would be necessary for compensation of the 
carrier. 
Much of the raw material for 
manufacturing Ls of this class, hut its 
movement develops business that can con­ 
tribute a remunerative rate above the cost 
of movement, toward the large items of 
fixed and semi-fixed expenses of the road. 
A road, he explained, “ carrying valuable 
goods and doing a small business may find 
its percentage of operating expenses upon 
the amount carried very small; whereas, if 
there could be thrown upon it, in addition, 
a large business of cheap transportation 
its earniugs would be larger, but the per 
cent, of operating expenses would be in­ 
creased, and to the extent that there was 
a net earning 011 this cheap class of trade, 
just so 
far 
the company would be 
benefited.’’ 
lie concludes that the hill really means 
the limiting of railroad business to State 
lines, and the abandonment of through 
business at competitive rates. It will crip­ 
ple the railroads in their effort to conserve 
the interests of unmanufactured products, 
that production may lie encouraged and 
create business. 
As it is, the reduction of 
carriage rates on unmanufactured articles 
would not iikely be beneficially felt by the 
consumer, but the fractional part of a cent 
put upon raw material is a serious matter 
to producer and consumer. 
lie concluded his impressive array of 
facts and arguments with the declaration 
that the ojieration of the bill will tend to 
kill railroad competition, to discourage 
investment in railways, to encourage the 
anarchist spirit of seizure of property, and 
to disastrously aflfect production. 


A STARTLING CHARGE. 
* 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


A San Francisco paper has been the 
means of startling the people of that city 
anew. 
It has alarmed them concerning 
the quality of the milk with which they 
are supplied. The journal avers that it 
has the hacking of the Board of Health in 
charging that ten or a dozen dairies from 
which a large part of the milk supply of 
the city is drawn are in a wretched condi­ 
tion, and that the milk from diseased ani­ 
mals is peddled out to the people, to the 
transmission of fatal complaints. 
In short, 
Dr. Hopkins, the mieroscopist,is quoted in 
detail as authority for the statement that 
analysis has disclosed the seeds of death in 
milk that is sold upon the highways of the 
city. These germs of disease and. death 
are found in the form of baccillii, a divis­ 
ion of the bacteria, one of the very lowest 
for in.- of vegetable life. They generate 
consumption in those who drink the milk, 
who are of not sufficiently strong constitu­ 
tion to resist the assault of the tube-shaped 
germs upon the vital organs. 
The doctor 
has found thus far five dairies, the milk of 
the cow's of which discloses these germs, 
and he asserts his belief that two-thirds of 
the dairies supplying milk to the people 
of San Francisco have ¡11 them cows afllict- 
ed with “ consumption,” or giving milk 
bearing tiie baccillii of consumption. 
We 
have inspectors of the meats marketed to 
us, but thus far in the economy of our sys­ 
tem we have never deemed it necessary to 
establish a system of examination of cows 
used at dairies for the public milk supply. 
But there should he such examiners. 
If 
the law punishes for selling adulterated 
food, why should it not provide at least 
ordinary preventive barriers against the 
poisoning of the people with Impure m ilk? 
It is the one necessary food which we must 
take upon trust. 
Any consumer can easily 
provide himself with a cheap instrument 
that will test the specific gravity of the 
milk offered for sale at his door, hut not 
oae in ten thousand can undertake the 
analysis necessary to discover germs of dis­ 
ease in it. 
It would appear that an in­ 
spect* of the milk supply of dairies and 
the stock kept therein, and empowered to 
enforce cleanliness and the exclusion of 
diseased animals, ought to he appointed in 
all cities 01" any considerable size, and es­ 
pecially where stabled cows furnish the 
milk supply. 


W E congratulate our contemporary, the 
San Francisco Bulletin. That which it has 
made a grievance these many years is at 
last removed. Its soul will no more he har­ 
rowed by the fact that San Francisco pays 
into the school fund more than it draws 
out. That is to say, San Francisco has so 
progressed in the matter of raising chil­ 
dren to the State that she is now entitled 
toa greater sum from the State school 
fund than she contributes to it. 
Now if 
the logic of the Bulletin has been sound 
all these years, the interior counties ought 
to grumble at this compulsion to educate 
the children oí San Francisco. 
But they 
will not. Possessed of higher and broader 
conception of the duty of the State to the 
children of the State, irrespective of the 
county boundaries that inclose their places 
of residence, they will continue to pay the 
school tax, and rejoice that it is applied to 
so good a purpose as enlightenment of the 
youth of the metropolis. 


Jo h n R oach, whose death occurred 
this week, was one of the foremost ex­ 
amples of what possibilities are open to 
men of energy, industry and frugality in 
this land of free institutions. Roach rose 
from the ranks of labor to be a chief em­ 
ployer of men and one of the most promi­ 
nent mechanics of his age. lie began life 
poor and as a common laliorer in a machine 
shop; he won his way to the topmost 
round of mechanical skill without assist­ 
ance and by his own steady endeavor.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 
When the order ot business was reached at 
least twenty members popped up in their seats, 
and yelling at the top of their voices, •• Mr. 
Speaker,” held aloft a handful of bills. Each 
apparently wanted to have the name of placing 
the first bill before the House. Old men aud 
young men. lawyers, doctors and journalists 
were gesticulating wildly at the Speaker ami 
did not desist until the presiding officer recog­ 
nized Brooks of Ventura, and h eloaded down a 
little page with a large roll of manuscript 
which was taken to the Clerk’s desk. This 
rivalry for position on the fde was maintained 
for upwards of an hour, during which t me 81 
bills were introduced, p ad by the title and re­ 
ferred to the proper comrrittee. This iarge 
number of bills in one day is unprecedented in 
the history of the Legislatures of this State, and 
and of the tour acore introduced less than ten 
can be claimed as important, and more than 
that numlier will hardly be returned from the 
committees, tneir passage recommended. It 
was a m atter of no little merriment to the re­ 
porters, the introduction of the usual num­ 
ber of what are termed cinrli bills, notably 
those regulating the pawnbroker business. 
They looked like old-time friends. They are 
the* same identical bills that bob up serenely at 
the beginning of every session.

of Republican administration of public affairs 
were to be restored in the person of the Repub­ 
lican Lieutenant-Governor. 
This would seem 
to be ridiculous enough upon its face not to be 
seriously listened to, but if not, it is definitely 
disposed of by the twentieth section of Article 
V. of the State Constitution, which reads as 
follows: “ The Governor shall not, during his 
term of office, be elected a Senatorio the Senate 
of the United 3tates.” 
The Republican Assembly caucus yesterday 
elected James A. Orr, of Plumas, Assistant 
Journal Clerk, and F. J. Brandon Assistant 
Clerk at the desk. 
There is some talk of making boar-hunting 
one of the prominent pastimes of this country. 
A very successful bore-hunt might be gotten up 
about this time in this city, and no aoubt the 
members of the Legislature would, to a man, 
shoulder their shotguns and eagerly seek the 
prey.

THE VITICULTURISTS. 


LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 


There were rumors and much tali last even­ 
ing. alter the failure of the Democratic caucus 
to materialize, that a combination had been 


A M eeting H eld in San F rancisco Con­ 
cerning W ine Interests. 
In accordance with a call issued by 
C. A. Wetmore, President of a California 
organization known as the National Viti- 
cultural Association, a number of gentle­ 
men met in the parlors of the Occidental 
Hotel on Monday. 
Among those present 
were: John T. Doyle, M. M. Estee, Judge 
Stanly, K. T. Preston, Captain W. H. Mc­ 
Intyre, E. C. Priber, Judge Latimer, Cap­ 
tain Shillaber, John Hastings, John H. 
Wheeler. Drury Melone, Arpad Harazthy, 
Charles Kohler, Jr., J. Crellin, It. Heath, 
J. A. Robinson, Judge McKee, J. L. Wet- 
more, Mr. Delafield, O. Groezinger, L. H. 
Wakefield, Mr. Renff, C. II. Elliot, E. B. 
Shaw, H. F. Borie and E. H. Rixford. 
In calling the mee.ting to order C. A. 
Wetmore explained the objects of the meet­ 
ing to be the consideration of the viticult­ 
ura! interests of the State, and particularly 
to consider the Green spurious wine bill, 
He called attention to the law as it now 
reads, showed its inoperativeness, and de­ 
tailed the difliculties that stood in the way 
of drawing up a bill that should be perfect, 
plain and feasible. It was to assist in the 
framing and passage of such a bill that he 
had gone East, he said, as the attorney in 
fact of the Viticultural Commission. The 
first thing necessary, he found, was to 
secure the support of the Administration, 
and next, that the biil must be such as 
would gain the co-operation of the Eastern 
wine manufacturers. He then related his 
experiences in Washington, the result of 
which was the Green bill. Referring to 
the composition of the measure, he said 
that he had proceeded on the plan that 
though it carried a dozen different brands 
of authorship, and was scaroely a model of 
literary merit, it was to be supported, be­ 
cause, after all, it contained a vital pro­ 
vision. It was most essential, he contin­ 
ued, that the grape growers of this State 
should assist the grape-growcrs ot the East, 
and notantagonize them, as had been done. 
Referring to some of the difficulties sur­ 
rounding anti-adulteration. Wetmore as­ 
serted that the people of California them­ 
selves were guilty of the shameless use of 
injurious suostances. Over 75,000 gallons 
of aniline dye, called cherry juice, were 
imported into this State last year, and the 
stult manufactured from this was dumped 
by the wholesale in New Orleans. 
A discussion then ensued on the proper 
definition of pure wine, Wetmore insisting 
that it was impracticable to desire a strictly 
pure wine, and that it was absurd to say 
that there was even in California a single 
wine-grower who did not, for instance, 
practice the addition of tannic acid to his 
wine. 
“ Yes, there is,’’ said M. M. Estee, spring­ 
ing to his feet, “ there is one who does not, 
and I believe,” he went on amid applause, 
“ that when California wine-makers take 
to using other substances than those of the 
pure product of the grape that her reputa­ 
tion as a wine-making country isat an end.” 
Much discussion and some heat followed 
concerning Mr. Wetmore’s work in the 
East, and finally J. T. Doyle said that he 
believed the proper course that ought to 
have been taken by the chief viticultural 
officer of the State was to have put forward 
the California standard of pure wine, and 
if he had found that the Eastern people 
wanted the liberty to manufacture snurious 
compounds, then it should have been Wet- 
more’s duty to have withdrawn and not at­ 
tempt to make concessions. The best way 
out of the present difficulty, he thought, 
was to present the following resolution for 
the action of the meeting: 
Resolved, That the grape-growcrs and wine­ 
makers of California are heartily iu -favor of 
Congressional legislation taxing all spurious and 
counterfeit wines, but we demand that the legal 
definition ot pure wine shall he limited to the 
product of the grape. All substitutes as pure 
wine or beverages compounded from other fruits 
or ingredients, should be required to be sold un­ 
der true names, as gooseberry wine, celery wine, 
elderberry wiuc, glucose wiue or the like. 
Mr. Wetmore objected to the adoption, 
preferring, he said, that no snap judgment 
should be taken and that the resolution 
should be referred to a committee. 
“ I have 110 objection to that,” said Mr. 
Doyle, “ if you do not appoint a committee 
that, is permeated with your view of the 
matter. The fact is,” said Mr. Doyle, “you 
have become so impressed with Eastern 
opinion that you do not exactly see things 
as unbiased Californians do.” 
It. J. Preston thought it would be absurd 
for us to attempt to set a super-perfect 
standard of purity. 
To this M. M. Éstee objected, he declar­ 
ing that the future safety of the wine in­ 
dustry in California depended upon tbe 
broad publication of the fact that what 
the State did produce was pure wine: that 
it was anxious that everything that was 
not pure should be characterized as such. 
Arpad Haraszlhy thought that the peo­ 
ple of California were acting selfishly in 
arrogating to themselves the definition of 
pure wine, and he was in favor of taking 
in the Eastern people as coadjutors, and 
accepting the compromise ottered iu the 
Green bill. 
Finally Mr. Wetmore appointed the 
committee above suggested, as follows : 
L. D. Latimer, H. Barstow, John F. Stanly, 
W. H. Myrick, R. J. Preston, J. T. Doyle, 
M. M. Estee, G. Groezinger and Arpad- 
Haraszthy. 
The appointment of these particular gen­ 
tlemen —some of whom wore supposed to 
favor Mr. Wetmore'a resolutions—created 
considerable comment, and the meeting 
finally adjourned sine die somewhat ab­ 
ruptly. Mr. Latimer, us Chairman of the 
committee, said that notification of its 
meeting would soon be given.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


The H ouse P asses the B ill to Create an 
A gricultural D epartm ent. 
[By Telegraph to the Recoiid-Dsios.i 
W ashington, January 11th.—The Senate 
to-day took up the resolution offered by 
Dolph. directing the Secretary of War to 
examine and report as to the necessity for 
the improvement of that portion oi" the 
Columbia river known as The Dalles, by 
tlie removal of obstructions, and as to the 
practicability and probable cost of over­ 
coming such obstructions by the construc­ 
tion of a steamboat railwav. 
After the speech by Doipii in explanation 
and }n advocacy of the resolution a n d a 
statement by Mitchell of Oregon in the 
same line, tlie resolution went over without 
action. 
Dawes, from the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, reported back with amendments 
the House bill granting the St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis and Manitoba Railroad Company the 
right of way through the Iudian reserva­ 
tion in northern Montana and northwest­ 
ern Dakota. Calendar. 
. 
Cameron, from the Committee on Mili­ 
tary A Hairs, reported the bill for the refief 
of telegraph operators during the war. Cal­ 
endar. 
Ou motion of Manderson, the House bill 
for the relief of settlers and purchasers of 
lands of the public domain in Nebraska 
and Kansas, was taken up, amended and 
passed. 
After a long discussion by Harris, Mc­ 
Pherson, Camden and Aldrich on the inter­ 
state commerce bill, Cullom repeated the 
notice heretofore given by him that he 
would ask the Senate to remain in session 
to-morrow till the bill was disposed of. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
THE HOUSE. 
In the morning hour the House resumed 
in Committee ot the Whole the considera­ 
tion of the bill for the erection of a public 
building at Charleston, S. C. 
The bill 
appropriates $100,000 ior the purchase of a 
site and $400,000 for the erection of a build­ 
ing. 
Hepburn of Pennsylvania moved to re­ 
duce the latter amount to $200.000, The 
city, he asserted, was in its decadence, and 
in support of this assertion stated that be­ 
tween 18G0 and 1880 the whole population 
has increased only 1,700, while in tnesame 
period the Government receipts from all 
services had already fallen oil. 
Dibble of South Carolina though Hep­ 
burn’s statement unfair. 
In the period 
between 1800 and 1880 Charleston had 
passed through the misfortune of four years 
of war, and at the close of the war grass 
had been growing in her streets. As he 
did not wish to imperil the bill, lie asked 
the committee to agree to Hepburn’s mo­ 
tion. This was done. 
The committee 
rose, and the hill, as amended, was passed. 
Willis of Kentucky reported hack the 
river and harbor appropriation bill, and 
it was referred to the Committee of the 
Whole. 
Tbe House passed—ayes 222, noes 26— 
the bill creating a Department of Agri­ 
culture and Labor. 
Herbet of Alabama then called up the 
naval organization bill. He was antagon­ 
ized by Hatch, with a motion that the 
House go into Committee of the Whole for 
the purpose of considering the bill amenda­ 
tory of the Act establishing a Bureau of 
Animal Industry. The recent outbreak of 
the cattle disease in Chicago. Hatch said, 
made it an imperative necessity that the 
House should pass the bill, for every hour's 
delay was dangerous. 
•Swinbtirn of New York hoped the bill 
would not now be considered, as it has 
never been considered by the Commission­ 
er of Agriculture. 
Hatch declared the statement was mis­ 
leading. The bill had been considered in 
committee and a favorable report ordered. 
Hatch’s motion was agreed to, and the 
House, accordingly, went into Committee 
of the Whole on the bill stated. 
After a long debate the committee rose, 
and the House went intoexecutive session, 
aud soon after adjourned.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A C o m p lete S u rp rise. 
A little before 3 a . m . yesterday John A. 
Sheehan, one of the R kcokd-U n io n com­ 
positors, arrived at the family residence, 
1210 F street, from his work, and lighting 
a candle, proceeded, as usual, to the pantry 
to brace up his inner man prior to retiring. 
Opening the pantry door, and before the 
light could faiily penetrate into the room, 
a large Chinaman—who had been prospect­ 
ing the house, but probably had concealed 
himself when Mr. Sheehan arrived, intend­ 
ing to go on with his work after the new­ 
comer retired—sprang upon him. The Ce­ 
lestial constituted such a surprise party 
that Mr. Sheehan could not respond as ef­ 
fectually as he otherwise might. However, 
not to appear lacking in cordiality, he 
seized the burglar by the neck, the latter 
had him by the shoulders and waist, 
and they 
waltzed 
around 
that pan­ 
try for about a minute, upsetting a 
Hour 
barrel, 
jarring 
the 
sweetmeat 
jars, and mixing things generally. Mr. 
Sheehan, senior, heard the racket, but 
thought the young man was trying to kill 
a rat, and did not get up until the trouble 
was over. The Chinaman did not utter a 
word, but clung to his opponent like grim 
deafh to a deceased contraband, and Shee­ 
han himself, being so much interested in 
the proceedings, forgot to call for aid. 
During the entire tussle he kept the candle 
in his left hand, desirous of iiuding a good 
place to set it down without extinguishing 
it, but never having time to select one. 
Toward the close of the struggle lie tried 
to get the Chinaman “in a hole1' by poking 
him under some shelves, but was unsuc­ 
cessful. Ja sta sh e b a d made up his mind 
to put his military tactics into elfect, and 
form a hollow square and surround him, 
reinforced by the pantry door, the enemy 
suddenly changed his base, retreating with 
remarkable celerity, dove through a win­ 
dow, head first, into the yard, six feet 
below, climbed the fence and got into the 
next premises, and eventually disap 
though pursued as far as the lumber-yard 
at Twelfth and J streets. He took with 
him a watch and chain, which he had 
secured prior to Mr. Sheehan’s arrival at 
home. The latter is doubtless fortunate 
that he did not come upon the rascal in 
the dark, in which event he would have 
been in danger of a knife thrust or liatchet 
cut.

H eld to A n sw er. 
In the Police Court yesterday morning 
the motion to dismiss made by the defense 
in the case of John Norton, charged with 
receiving stolen property, was argued at 
considerable length by Isaac Josephs and 
W. A. Anderson for the defense, and C. T. 
Jones for the prosecution, and was by the 
Court overruled. Defense then introduced 
testimony to show that it was not Hender­ 
son, the supposed stage robber who is un­ 
der arrest, that sold the gold to Norton, but 
a man named John King, who claimed to 
be a new arrival from Tuscarora. George 
Henderson was himself sworn. He testi­ 
fied that he did not sell or give any gold to 
Norton, nor did he have any interest in it.

He had 
no knowledge of the Oroville and (¿uincy 
stage robbery, and was not at the place at 
the time. 
He did not assist in the cutting 
np or pounding of gold at any time.

Norton bought the gold. He came to town 
Christmas day. Norton had asked him to 
go with him to the assayer, and liad asked 
him to sicn his name, which he did. 
He 
saw Norton pay the man from whom he 
bought the gold, but did not know how- 
much. Norton had asked him to sign the 
name of John King, which he did. 
Charles Bassett was put on the stand to 
prove that Al. DeMarche, one of the prin­ 
cipal witnesses for the prosecution, had 
urged him to testify against Norton, saying 
that there were several hundred dollars in 
it for him if he would do as he (DeMarche) 
had done—the proposition advanced bv 
attorneys for the defense being, apparently, 
that Wells, Fargo & Co. had bribed De­ 
Marche to testify against the defendaut. 
The ease was submitted without argu­ 
ment, and Judge Buckley proceeded to re­ 
view the testimony and refer to the law 
governing the case, concluding with a de­ 
cision that probable cause had been shown 
to believe the defendant guilty of the offense 
charged, and he would therefore hold him 
to answer before the Superior Court in 
$2,000 bail. Soon after the Court adjourned 
the bail was given, with M. Cronan and 
Thomas Norton as sureties.

W ork s. 
W. S. Green, of Colusa, delivered yester 
day an interesting address before the Sac­ 
ramento Board of Trade, on the subject of 
the reclamation of tule lands of the Sacra 
mento river by aid of prison labor. He 
thought it possible to reclaim between 300, 
000 and 400,000 acres of land along the 
Sacramento river, now almost useless, if 
the State would furnish the labor; and the 
tax on this land, once reclaimed, would 
support the State Prison for all time. The 
State should be asked to do nothing more 
than furnish the labor and board the 
prisoners, furnishing only so many guards 
per hundred prisoners as it now furnishes. 
This would take this class of labor out of 
competition with free labor, and have it 
create, as it were, lands upon which tens 
of thousands of free laborers could find 
employment. Sacramento city was more 
largely interested in the reclamation o) 
these lands than any other place, and Mr. 
Green 
said 
he 
brought 
it 
before 
the 
business 
men 
of 
this 
city 
to 
see 
if 
the 
scheme 
would 
find an indorsement in the judgment of 
first-class business men. 
_ 
In answer to a question as to the practi­ 
cability of guarding the men on this work, 
Mr. Green said that prison labor had been 
successfully employed on the levees of the 
Mississippi river. 
Mr. Green said that it would cost a great 
deal of money to reclaim the tule lands of 
Colusa, Sutter, Yolo, Solano and Sacra­ 
mento counties, and if left entirely to pri­ 
vate enterprise this generation might not 
see its accomplishment; but he maintained 
that there was no engineering difficulty in 
the way of a thorough and safe reclama­ 
tion. 
He had studied the Sacramento 
river for over thirty years, and as early as 
J8C7 suggested the reclamation of its tule 
basins by means of outlets, but his out'et 
theory did not in any particular interfere 
witli what is known as the jetty theory, as 
he would presently explain. 
Immediately at the town of Colusa the 
character of the river changes ; above that 
point the fall is fifteen inches and more to 
the mile; below, six inches and less. Above, 
the river vibrates between hard-pan banks, 
which are in the neighborhood of a mile 
apart, and the levees are from a quarter of 
a mile to a mile apart, and hence the 
water can be carried between the levees to 
that point. 
Below Colusa the land falls 
rapidly back, and the levees must be placed 
on the immediate bank. The effect of the 
levees already built had been to scour out 
the bottom of the river and make it deeper, 
but there was a limit to the amount of 
water that could be forced between earthen 
banks. 
Mr. Green’s proposition was: First, to 
build high levees along either bank of the 
river; second, to cut a large canalón the 
west side of the river, from a point near 
Colusa, on the western border of the tules 
to Suisun Bay near Denverton ; third, to 
conduct the waters of Butte slough, on the 
cast side of the river, between high em­ 
bankments, down and into the river again 
at Grav’s Bend, a few miles above the 
mouth ’of the Feather, and opposite the 
mouth of that canal take out another and 
conduct it into the first near Davisville; 
fourth, take a canal out opposite the mouth 
of the American river, and run it across to 
the main canal, near the junction of the 
other two. At the head of each canal lie 
would build immense headgates of solid 
masonry. 
" With these levees, these headgates. and 
these canals constructed, hesaid, “ I would 
run the whole business by telegraph. Sup­ 
pose, for example, that the river was full to 
as near the top of the levees as prudence 
would permit, and the Signal Service should 
signal a storm for the headwaters of the 
Sacramento, I would order every gate 
opened and run every possible^ drop of 
water into the bay, so that the rise would 
comedown on an empty river. I would 
have 
telegraphic communication 
with 
every watershed, and whenever I concluded 
that I could make the river carry the com­ 
ing waters, I would shut down the gates 
and make it sconr out whatever ot deposit 
a slackened current had permitted, just be­ 
low each outlet. In this way the jetty and 
the outlet theories can be made to work in 
harmony.” . 
Mr. Green said that Cache and Putah 
creeks debouching into the canal in tor­ 
rents so close to their mountain sources, 
had been urged as an insurmountable ob­ 
stacle to his canal project; but he thought 
he could easily overcome any engineering 
difficulty here suggested. He would go up 
into the mountains on tho.se streams and 
their tributaries, and build dams with 
apertures at the bottom large enough to let 
as much water through as could be safely 
carried by the canal, and hold the accumu­ 
lation back until it could come down 
safely. Cache creek could be pretty much 
handled by cutting down its outlet at Clear 
Lake five or six feet and using the lake as 
a reservoir. These works in the mount­ 
ains could be used for storing water for ir 
rigatiou in the summer. 
If sediment from these creeks should 
happen to accumulate too much in the 
canal, it could be pumped up on to the 
embankment of the canal, thus strength­ 
ening the weakest point from year to year. 
Mr. Heald had once proposed to some per­ 
sons on the river to build a barge and put 
upon it a pnmp with engine and a full 
equipment that would throw 75,000 gallons 
a minute twenty feet high, at a cost of 
$25,000. This would cover an acre a foot 
deep in about four minutes. This pump 
would pump mud about as fast as water. 
Mr. Greeu was asked a great many ques­ 
tions by different members of the Board, 
and answered all satisfactorily, and at the 
close the Board unanimously passed a reso­ 
lution indorsing what bad been said, and 
requesting Mr. Green to draw a bill in ac­ 
cordance with his ideas, and pledging the 
moral support of tire Board to the matter. 


M r. J a m e s ' L e c tu re . 
The second of the winter's course of lect­ 
ures before the California Museum Asso­ 
ciation was delivered last evening at the 
F. B. Crocker Art Gallery by Rev. George

Tlie lecture was listened to with such deep 
interest that the lecturer held his audience 
for nearly two hours without a single per­ 
son retiring.

Janies on “ Mnemonics,” and it was unani­ 
mously voted to request him to return for 
that purpose on the 31st inst.

INTERSTATE BILL. 


DISCUSSION 
OF IT S PRO V ISIO N S 


BY StN A T O R STANFORD. 


Forcible Presentation o f the Reasons 
W hy the B ill Should Not 
B ecom e Law.

Following is a more extended report of 
the able and forcible speech of .Senator 
Stanford, delivered Monday on the inter­ 
state commerce b ill: 
I shall speak to this bill as I understand 
it. In w hat I shall have to say I shall en­ 
deavor to be entirelv candid and correct. 
The importance of the subject is so great 
that it can only be perm anently settled 
upon right principles. 
A nything else 
means renewed and continued disturbance. 
The bill under consideration provides for a 
regulation on a species of property not 
common to others. To see how tar this is 
justifiable, it is well for us to consider the 
creation of railroads, and to understand 
how they are created. 
ltailroad companies are organized under 
the general laws of different States. They 
have no exclusive privileges. 
They are as- 
si ciations made by the general laws—laws 
of which every citizen or any num ber of 
ciliz ns may avail themselves cqu illy with 
those forming the railroad company. In 
the mere fact of associations they may exist 
entirely w ithout the aid of the State. The 
association is as natural as it is for one man 
to call in his neighbors to help him raise 
his barn, orto roll a sawlog, or to any busi­ 
ness not inconsistent w ith the rights of 
others. The State gives by virtue of the 
incorporation laws nothing to that incorpo­ 
ration. 
W hatever of capital or labor that 
is contributed to them is entirely private. 
The ownership of the labor and capital 
provided is private; as much so as the 
banker’s ownership of 
his money, the 
farm er's ownership of his farm, the team ­ 
ster’s ownership ot his team, and so on. It 
is'private labor that builds the railroad, 
from the first shovelful of dirt that is 
thrown until the last spike is driven and 
the road is ready for business, and then 
when it is ready to operate it is all the pro­ 
duct of individual or private property. 
But some will say* the right of way was 
given. 
In regard to that 1 think there is 
some misapprehension. Those who desire 
to build a railroad of course m ust in sonie 
m anner obtain the right of way on which 
to build it. They appeal to the State on 
the ground that the proposed investm ent is 
of a highly beneficial character to the pub 
lie, and they ask the State to exercise its 
right of em inent dom ain in order that the 
road may be built. The State cun only ex­ 
ercise the right of em inent domain for the 
benefit of the public, and then upon just 
compensation to be made to the former for 
whatever is taken. The State could not 
take private property for the benefit of A, 
B, C, D. E, F and others. 
Now up to this tim e everything in the 
railroad has come from a private source, 
and the labor belongs to the individuals as 
much as the labor of the man who tills his 
farm. Control is the essence of ownership; 
the value of the property is its income-pro­ 
ducing quality. This bill strikes at the 
control and directly affects the income-pro­ 
ducing capacity of the property. Now, if 
the investm ent is legitimate, if its nature is 
so highly beneficial that the State can do to 
aid its construction w hat it could not do 
for the establishm ent of a factory, or any 
other legitimate business, wherein is the 
reason for the interference with the values 
and the control of this property? No mo­ 
nopoly is given to it, as it interferes with 
no rights previously existing, and is never 
used except when it otters an advantage to 
the shipper or traveler superior to those ex­ 
isting before. 
If it is a monopoly it is only- 
a beneficial one, cheapening and benefiting 
travel and commerce. 
Now, if the State has given nothing to 
this railroad company but w hat it has 
given to every other citizen, if it has put no 
money in. if the company has no mo­ 
nopoly, if its services are necessarily of a 
beneficial character, why should the State 
interfere with its ownership, and with its 
income-producing qualities? 
If the State 
or Congress impairs the value of this prop­ 
erty, why should not compensation 
be 
made to the owners, and therefore when 
in putting into operation a law that effects 
values ought not compensation to be made 
as is done when the Government exer­ 
cises its right of em inent domain and 
condemns the property of the people that 
the road m aybe built, which the company 
pays for? By a reduction of its income- 
producing qualities the value of the very 
right of way which the railroad company 
hii3 paid for is affected. 
Tbo geography and topography of the 
country made 
some discrimination 
a 
necessity. This hill denies to the railroad 
the right to charge less for the greater dis­ 
tance than for the shorter. 
I do not sup­ 
pose that any railroad company ever car­ 
ried freight or passengers for the longer 
distance for less than the shorter, unless 
competition or other circumstances be­ 
yond the control of the company com­ 
pelled. The only alternative would be to 
yield the business, 
it isa principle of a 
g >'sl railroad to reject no business that 
offers, if it cau possibly be done, so long as 
it will pay the additional expense conse­ 
quent upon its own- movement. 
A very- 
large portion of the traffic of the country ¡3 
done below the average cost. 
The fixed 
expenses and the semi-tixed expenses of a 
railroad company are very large. They, as 
well as the operating expenses, are in­ 
cluded in the average cost of movement. 
The average of the operating expense? 
per ton is a very different figure from that 
of the average cost per ton, the latter in­ 
cluding operating expenses, fixed expen­ 
ses and semi-tixed expenses. Thus take 
the business from tic- Atlantic to the l ’a- 
c tie or from the I'arific to the A tlantic and 
we find competition by the Isthm us of 
Panama and competition by Cape Horn. 
We find overland rou es of different length, 
of different grades and curves, varying in 
the volume of business and in the expense 
of operating. 
We have a very different 
average expense of movement. The longer 
road must compete with the shorter; the 
road with the heaviest grade and cuts, must 
compete with the road having a large vol­ 
ume of business. The cost of tuei is a 
very im portant item, varying on the differ­ 
ent railroads, yet, however, the road hav­ 
ing the lesser volume of business, the road 
having tne longest line, having the highest 
grade and curves, and having the highest 
coat of fuel, will he in competition with 
and will have to carry as cheaply as one 
having the shorter line, the easiest grades, 
the cheapest fuel and the largest volume of 
business. All these are factors that deter­ 
mine the rates at which the railroad may 
possibly do business, however meager the 
prrtits. 
All the overland lines of railroads find 
their rates very largely controlled and ln- 
tluenced by the rates by way of the 
Isthm us of Panama and of Cape H orn. 
Meeting that competition and being willing 
to accept 11 small profit where a larger can­ 
not be had. they carry along the line be­ 
tween the two extreme points the same 
character of freight a t less rates than it is 
carried from East to West or from \\ est to 
East to intermediate places. Thus, because 
of competition, freight going from New 
York to Nau Francisco may pass over the 
various lines of road, making up a through 
line for perhaps half their regular rates, 
say from New York to Buffalo, from 
Buffalo to Chicago, 
from 
Chicago to 
Omaha, from Omaha to Salt Lake and so 
on to its destination ou the Pacific coast. 
No profit is so sm all as to be despised. 
Business is done at that rate rather than 
ro t to do it at all. 
Take a more marked illustration. The 
Southern Pacific a‘. kes the Atlantic wat rs 
at a much Itss distance than any ot its 
more northern competitors. 
It has a line 
of easy gradient, comparatively, and it 
competes not only with its northern rivals, 
but more particularly with the Cape Horn 
and Isthm us of Panama routes, because of 
its shorter line and easy gradients. Iu 
this competition it often takes freight be­ 
tween the two oceans as low as $10, while 
it takes freight half-way for, say $o0 a ton, 
a most reasonable rate for the limited local 
business of that country. 
Now, if it only 
makes $1 net on the freight from San Fran­ 
cisco to New Orleans at $10, it is glad 
to make that $1 where it can't do more ; 
but a ton of freight going to El I’a30, some­ 
thing over half the distance, will pay $30. 
Now, if the freight at $10 a ton to New Or­ 
leans pays $1 profit, the freight going a less 
distant* to El I’aso wouid pay as much 
profit as twenty-one tons going through to 
N'ew Orleans, and the rates charged to El 
Paso are but fair, as is shown by the gross 
earnings and the gross expense of the road, 
leaving but a very narrow net profit. The 
shorter distance is not charged any more 
because of the less rate for the longer dis­ 
tance. Indeed, the longer distance helps 
the railroad company to m aintain itself, 
while without that help, perhaps, they 
! could not do the shorter business at all. 
! 
Is this Congress prepared to say that 
1 -m all earnings should be despised ?— that 
I they shali not be secured when greater can­ 
' not be bad ? 
Are they prepared to deny to 
1 individual shippers and communities the 


benefit of their more favorable location, 
w hether made so because of the geography 
and topography of the country or by artifi­ 
cial means ? it is the misfortune of some 
places not to be so well located, and not the 
fault of the more favorable places that na­ 
ture or art has given them superior advan­ 
tages. 
It seems to me that Congress might 
with equal propriety deny the shipper the 
right to avail him self of these natural or 
artificial advantages as to deny the railroad 
the right to avail itself of opportunities to 
meet competition. 
There is a class ot freight that can stand 
onlv a certain charge; a greater charge 
becomes prohibitory. A very large part 
of the m anufactured raw material of this 
country belongs to this class, paying a 
trifle over the additional cost, but in con­ 
sequence of its movement developing a 
business that may pay better and giving 
its sm all portion of net profit above the 
cost of m ovem ent toward the large items 
of fixed and semi-fixed expenses. W hether 
a road is doing a profitable business or 
not is not determined by the percentage 
of operating expenses. Thus a road car­ 
rying valuable goods and doing a small 
business may find its percentage of oper­ 
ating expenses upon the am ount carried 
very small, whereas if there could be 
throw n upon it in addition a large busi­ 
ness of cheap transportation, its earnings 
would be larger, but the per cent, of oper­ 
ating exnenses would be increased, and 
to the extent that there was a net earning 
on this cheap class of trade, just so far the 
company would be benefited. 
The long haul at cheap competing rates 
is really beneficial to the short haul at non­ 
competing rates, for it may be that neither 
alone would m aintain the road. 
If I un­ 
derstand this bill correctly, under i. the 
long lines of railroads passing through 
different 
States will have to give up 
one or the other. 
It will be, practically, 
a regulation of freight within the bound­ 
aries of a State and m ake a barrier of the 
boundaries of a State to the free transmis­ 
sion of commerce. 
Since the first road was built in the 
United States up to this time, the railroads 
have subs antially fixed their own rates for 
services, until to-day the rate is such as 
was not dreamed of as possible twenty 
years ago, nor was it believed possible ten 
years ago. 
The whole country is de­ 
veloped, and no product has suffered for 
the w ant of movement. The general rail­ 
road m anagement of the country is careful 
to consider what 
the 
cheap unm anu­ 
factured products of the country can afford 
to pay, and m ake their rates with a view 
that a production shall not be hindered. The 
rates charged m anufactured goods, almost 
without an exception, do not affect the pro­ 
ducer or consumer. 
If the rates of freight 
upon m anufactured articles were reduced 
one-half, the probability is that there is 
nothing that moves by railroad over the 
longest line in the country whose price to 
the consum er would be affected, or would 
be taken into consideration by the m anu­ 
facturer ; but the fractional part of a cent 
becomes a serious consequence in the long 
haul to most of the raw products of the 
country. 
The higher the m áxim um s the lower the 
possible m ínim ums. Thus, in my own 
State, with a m axim um of 15 cents per ton 
per mile, with an average cost of 2 cents 
per m ile for movement, which was about 
the average at one time, one ton of freight 
moved at 15 cents a ton per mile would en­ 
able the railroad to move fourteen tons at 
the m inim um rate of 1 centperm ile. There 
was at th at tim e about 1 per cent, of the 
business done at the m inim um , the other 
TO per cent, was done at rates governed by 
circumstances and influences which the 
railroad company could noi control. 
This bill seems to me not only to deny 
competition by railroads which exist al­ 
most throughout the length and breadth of 
the country, but to exhibit a tendency to 
foster water ways to the positive discour­ 
agement of the railroad interest. 
If it 
aimed but to insure the water line of com­ 
munication against the competition of rail­ 
roads, I do not know how a bill could be 
framed to secure that object better than this 
one. 
It railroading is a legitimate busi­ 
ness, if it is only tire aggregate of the pri­ 
vate property contributed by the stock­ 
holders, and if it is m aintained and oper­ 
ated by the labor of individuals, what justi­ 
fication there can be for depriving the owner 
of its control and the property of its full 
earning capacity, within the laws as they 
existed at th e” tim e of the original invest­ 
ments, I am unable to see. 
It seems to me 
clearly that it is a violation of the rights of 
property and the right of the laborer to 
receive a compensation for services per­ 
formed. 
It is also a discouragement of this class 
of investm ent. The railroads up to this 
tim e have received the peculiar indorse­ 
m ent of being of such a highly beneficial 
character that the State could exercise 
the right of em inent dom ain to the end 
that the road m ight be built. If this bill 
shall become a law, its consequences will 
be most disastrous, in my judgment, to the 
various business interests of the country. 
W hen you think that most of the products 
of the country pass one or more times over 
its railroads; 
of the m any thousands 
whose calling depends upon these roads, 
and the vast volume of business and its 
great value that moves over them , it seems 
to me that Congress ought to consider with 
great care how investments in th -se indus­ 
tries of ail kinds may be disturbed. That 
they will be largely disturbed seems to me 
m ust be plain to the dullest compre­ 
hension. 
W hile the railroad companies have been 
as free to manage their business under the 
common laws as those engaged in other 
callings, the country has prospered ; accom­ 
modations have been and are given that 
promote the prosperity of every industry’. 
There has been no taking of property w ith­ 
out compensation ; 
no control without 
ownership, and the Anarchists in the his­ 
tory of the country have thus far found 
little justification in the example of the 
Governm ent for the violent taking of prop­ 
erty. There can be no valid objection to 
police and sanitary regulations, but only to 
that attem pted regulation vrh ch goes into 
and afiects values, directly and inevitably.
